It is only ndding insult to 
injury to give to their anti-union friends, if 
they have got any, their enlightened opinions 
on a question which has gone, For this sesn r, 
at least, from public control. We feel the 
stupidity, if not indeed the hypocrisy ol lh« 
thing, when it is over a fortnight ago su I 
beloro the debate commenced at all, that 
we ourselves proposed that the members 
should bring the importaul subject before fioir 
constituents, and be guided on ih;s matter 
by the pubiio voice. There was abuudanee 
of time and abundance oi opportunity (or 
nearly uil of those wiio were against union 
to have carried out tins suggestion : but 
they did not do it, and the reason is be»t 
known to themselves.

minded creed they cannot conceive thai 
what benefits British Columbia must uU 
timately benefit Vancouver leland, and 
nhal roturds its progress must have a 
similar effect upon our own. Su firmly are 
we convinced of this doctrine, and knotting 
an wa dn how inimical In Iho interesls of llic 
neighboring colony is lis hyhiid system ol 
Government, (hat wo would insitl us a 
necessary preliminary lo union negotiations 
with the II .me Government that Hriii^li 
Columbia should be placed ( u nn equal re- 
presentative footing with ourselves, and thai 
the way should be prepared as quickly us 
possible lor ibe full measure ol responsible 
Government. Until ihe latter scliume is ae- 
complished lha Federal system will be found 
in many cases to be unwieldly, from its wau' 
of po^er; and " enterprises of great pith and 
moment" may at any time be brought Ion 
dead-luck through iho want of co-operation 
of odo or oilier of the local Legislature*.
